Grill no later than the start 
of spring semester, said Don Penrod, 
chief executive officer of 49er Shops. 

The restaurant, which is operated by 
the Cal State Long Beach auxiliary or- 
ganization, applied for a license to sell ~ 
beer and wine last week, setting it up 
to be the second alcohol vendor on a 
technically “dry campus.”

The second annual 
boasts a line-up including James.Cot- 
ton with special guest Robby Krieger 
of The Doors, Lil’ Ed and the Blues 
Imperials, Ana Popovic, Shown Pitt- 
man and a pre-concert performance on 
the Carpenter Center plaza by Sugaray. 

“[The acts] are all interesting in their 
own way,” said Stepnanie Levine, gen- 
eral manager for KJazz. “They have a 
lot of history and, together, it’s going 
to make for a very exciting show.” 

Cotton celebrated his 66th year as 


a professional musician in 2010, and 
has recorded almost 30 solo albums. 
The New York Daily News called him 


“the greatest living blues harmonica 


player.” 

He will perform with Krieger, gui- 
tarist for The Doors, who wrote many 
of the band’s biggest hits, like “Light 
My Fire.” ; 

Lil Ed and the Blues Imperials 
started playing in Chicago 20 years 
ago. Since then, their unmistakable: 
boogies and beats have been heard 
across the country, including the Long 
Beach Blues Festival. 

All five acts will provide attendees 


with a variety of sounds within the 
blues genre. : 

The goal of the festival is to show- 
case a range of artists and instruments 
to provide excitement for the audience 
year after year, according to Levine. 

“This is a really unique opportunity 
for students and people in the commu- 


nity to see a great blues show,” Levine . 


said. “You can’t-ask for a better loca- 
tion for a really spectacular show. It’s 
pretty rare to see all these people to- 
gether in one place.” 

This is the second year the festival 
has been held at the Carpenter Center 
as a one-day event. It was previously a 


tw6-day festival called the Long Beach 
Blues Festival. 

The festival nearly sold out last year, 
and organizers are hoping for the same 
this year, Levine said. 

Cal State Long Beach students may 
purchase tickets at a special price of 
$20. Tickets are available to the gener- 
al public for $55 per ticket or $175 per 
VIP ticket, which includes reserved 
front seating, access to a VIP recep- 
tion, a barbeque dinner and a tax-de- 
ductable donation to KKJZ.

community as reasons for the idea. 

“We try to provide services where 
the population is,” Penrod said, com- 
menting on the distance between the 
Nugget Bar and-Grill and the Outpost. 
“It’s amazing how people gravitate to 
their own areas.” 

The Nugget is located on upper 
campus near the University Bookstore 
while the Outpost is located on lower 
campus near the engineering build- 
ings. 

The Nugget is already licensed to 
sell beer and wine, but 49er Shops, 
which operates the Nugget and the 
Outpost, has a catering license that al- 
lows them to serve beer, wine and dis- 
~ tilled spirits like whiskey and vodka. 

The Outpost is applying for a license 
identical to the one carried by the Nug- 
get — something Penrod thinks won't 
be much of a problem. 

While licenses to sell distilled spir- 
its are limited based on county popu- 
lation and subject to a more strict ap- 
plication process, licenses to sell beer 
and wine are subject only to regulator 
approval and application fees. 

The California Department of Alco- 
hol Beverage Control (ABC) regulates 
liquor licensing and must respond to 


the Outpost’s application within 120 
days. 

The restaurant has paid the regula- 
tor $650 to apply and will have to pay a 
$350 renewal fee, a year after licensing. 

“When it’s beer and wine, it’s pretty 
easy to get a license,” Penrod said. 

Some CSULB students agree with 
this move toward greater alcohol ac- 


cessibility, but others are a little con- 
cerned. 

“T think it’s a bad idea because I’m 
not a fan of drinking at school,” fresh- 
men marketing major Sean Graves 
said. “It’1l make people rowdy.” 

While irresponsible drinking may 
be a problem, ABC offers a server 
awareness program called L.E.A.D. 
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. clothesline-like apparatus moving back 
and forth. At one point, all three dum- 
mies lined up toward the marksman.

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On Wednesday, Pres. Obama officially 

declared New York State a major disaster 

area due to damage from Hurricane Irene. 
This means that the aid from the federal 
government in the 
hardest-hit areas will 
be made a priority. — 
However, the amount 
of money that the 
government should spend on relief efforts has 
become a debate amongst Republicans who 
believe that federal spending should not be 
increased. 

To some people here on the West Coast, this 
storm may not seem to be as big of an event as 
it actually is. However, it has been estimated 
that this may be one of the most costly natural 
disasters in American history. Even though 
Irene has been downgraded to a tropical storm, 
it has caused approximately $7 to $10 billion 
in damage so far. 

In the past, insurance companies have paid 
for at least half of the damage caused by natu- 
ral disasters, but in this case they may end up 
covering less than 40 percent. This is because 
flooding caused most of the damage to build- 

-ings and homes, which is not covered by most 
insurance plans in the area. : 

The storm hasn’t just damaged buildings ei- 
ther. Cotton and tobacco crops were destroyed 
in North Carolina, and all across the East 
Coast businesses have been shut down due 
to power outages. In addition, 4,800 people 
remain in shelters, and 44 people have died 
due to the storm over 13 states, according to 
the Los Angeles Times. 

This disaster has sparked a debate in Wash- 
ington over whether or not the government 
should help pay for the damage by increasing 
the federal debt, or whether they should cut 
spending in other departments or agencies. 
Some Republicans believe that federal spend- 
ing on natural disaster relief should be cut 
significantly. = S38 

While it is understandable that Republicans — 
would be against increased federal spending,

This past summer, New York’s LGBT community took a step forward 


For many of us, this past summer consisted 
of an attempt to regain the time lost during the 
school year while trying to balance studying, 
sleep and a social life. Most of us have now real- 
ized that this is an almost impossible task. 

However, this summer also gave way to an 
important victory for the LGBT community and 
it’s allies. With a historical vote by its legislature, 
the state of New York became the sixth — and by 
far the most populous — state to legalize same- 
sex marriage. 

Though the decision to legalize same-sex 
marriage depends on the government of each 
individual state, the fight for same-sex marriage 
has gained momentum since Massachusetts first 
led the way in 2004. 

What’s so interesting about the New York deci- 
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. the fight for equality for the 


sion is that it marked the first time a Republican- 
controlled legislative chamber in any state 
supported same-sex marriage — not to mention 
the several prominent Republican donors who 
contributed to the lobbying campaign on behalf 
of the bill. 

These past few years have 
proved to be a rollercoaster in 


LGBT community. In terms 

of California alone, same sex 

marriage was illegal, then legal, and then illegal 
again. Most recently, bills to legalize same-sex 
marriage in Maryland and Rhode Island failed. 
However, Illinois, Hawaii and Delaware all ap- 
proved civil unions joining five other states such 
as California, Nevada, New Jersey, Oregon and 
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Washington — providing same-sex couples with 
“marriage-like” rights. : 

There have also been significant decisions 
made, such as the federal revocation of “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell,” and the adding of “sexual ori- 
entation, perceived gender and gender identity” 
to the hate crimes law. These 
are tangible examples that — 
this nation is heading toward 
a future where the federal 
legalization of same-sex mar- 
riage is no longer out of reach. Now the question 
isn’t “if” but “when.” 

I’ve always had a hard time understanding the 
logic and rhetoric of the conservative right wing. 
Whether it is through controversial issues such 
as abortion or the legalization of marijuana, all 
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that is being asked for is the right to be able to 
choose. Legalizing any of these things does not 
mean that every American citizen will be forced 
by the federal government to smoke a joint, get 
an abortion (although not getting pregnant first 
would be a good idea), or get married to someone 


-of the same sex. 


I’ve been an advocate for same-sex marriage 
for as long as I can remember, and not because 
I identify myself within the LGBT community, 
but because I’m an advocate for the equal treat- 
ment and protection of rights for all American 
citizens — regardless of ethnicity, race, social 
or economic background and, last but not least, 
sexual orientation. 5

About 40 die-hard Red Hot Chili 
Peppers fans gathered at the Arts The- 
atre last Tuesday to view a recording of 
the bands latest album, “I’m With You”, 
performed live in its entirety from 
Hamburg, Germany. f r 

The show was played to a sold-out 
German crowd and then broadcasted in 
39 countries. 

The film began with a pretentious 
10-minute-long that montage filmed lo- 
cations throughout Hamburg. The foot- 
age was done in an artsy black and white 
format, but the effect of trying to build 
anticipation left the audience confused 
and frustrated instead. For most of the 
‘audience, this would be the first time 
they had heard new music from RHCP 
in more than five years, and the pointless 
montage was standing in the way. 

Then, an unexpected series of inter- 
views with the band came on screen. 

“(We have] a strong, reinvigorated 
love to play live at this moment,” vocal- 
ist Anthony Kiedis said in the interview.

edge of their seats. 

The audience grew frustrated with 
the film thus far and wanted to hear 
the songs. The endless interviews con- 
tinued, and at this point it was obvious 
that most of the band members have 
had permanent brain damage from do- 
ing heroin and various psychedelics. 
Their language was shoddy and their 
eyes appeared fully dilated, perhaps 
permanently. 

Alas, the show finally began, the au- 
dience cheered. The camera swooped 
over the filmed venue, which looks like 
a meeting place for a secret society of 
upper-class citizens. The setting was a 
black room with a massive- pit where 
expensive chandeliers hung over the 
crowd and stage. The band came out in 
full force and everyone was happy, both 
in Germany and in the theater. RHCP 
played each track off the album “I’m 
With You” pitch-perfect, and the audi- 


ence couldn’t help but bob their heads, 
as the songs were unveiled. 

The film had several great moments, 
including an instrumental interlude 
halfway through the film in which bass- 
ist, Flea, was seen rocking his head 
furiously and slobbering all over him- 
self, Other memorable moments were 
in the dialogue shared between Kiedis 
and Flea, where Flea blatantly told the 
unsuspecting audience, “I have sweaty 
testicles.” 

After the full album was finished 
playing, the band went right into “Me 
& My Friends,” a song written, back 
in 1987, which was completely un- 
expected to the movie comedy. Even 
more unexpected was RHCP. having 
to play one of the previous songs over 
again because it experienced technical 
difficulties. At this point, the audience 
looked at each other confused, wonder- 
ing why they didn’t edit the film better. 


And even the German crowd on-screen 
looked confused. Luckily the song was 
one of the better tracks of the album 
called “Did I Let You Know.” 

“We only have time for one more 
song,” Kiedis said. The band then 
played “Give it Away” and the crowds 
went wild. The song was played extra 
loud and a mosh pit started up in the 
Germany. The band gave it their all as 
they danced around the stage and im- 
provised a lot toward the end. They left 
everyone wanting more as they walked 
off and played no encores. 


After the show, fans gathered in the 


streets to discuss the film. 

“They act like they’re still new kids 
on the block,” said Aimee Bowdey, Cal 
State Fullerton sophomore, after view- 
ing the film. Not bad since most of the 
band members more than 40-years-old. 

Overall the music was solid, but.the 
presentation was strange.

The Red Hot Chili‘Peppers are back, 
sort of. “I’m With You,” their 10th re- 
lease, is their first album in 5 years and 
nothing can prepare fans for the band’s 
new sound. ¢ : 

The departure of guitarist John Frus- 
ciante might play a role in the group’s 


new style. So, how could the band truly 


be great again when their new guitarist 
Josh Klinghoffer was only four-years- 
old when the band first formed? Well, 
the answer isn’t in-“I’m With You,” 
but there’s still a lot of potential in this 
rebirth. Overall, the album opens the 
door to a lot of potential, but most of it 


is hard to remember. 

“Monarchy of Roses” starts the 
album off in a fuzzy spectrum of 
sounds with a hard beat. As soon-as 
the fog clears and the chorus starts, one 
couldn’t be happier. A constant staple 
of the Chili Peppers are their catchy 
choruses and this one’s not bad.

If the Long Beach State women’s 
soccer team hopes to get its stride back 
at home this weekend after,suffering a 
pair of losses on the road, then it will 
need to do so without -starting .senior 
defender Alex Balcer. 

Balcer, who picked up,a red card 
in the 69th minute of the 49ers’ 2-1 
loss to No. 12 Marquette on Sunday, 
will have to sit out for Friday’s match 
at 5 p.m. against Princeton at George 
Allen Field due to NCAA rules. 
Balcer has one goal to go with an assist 
in four starts with the ‘Niners (2-2-0) 
this season. 3 

Head coach Mauricio Ingrassia isn’t 
worried, though, and sees her suSpen- 
sion as an opportunity to get other play- 
ers on the field. 

“It’s good for new players to get ex- 
perience,” said Ingrassia, who will start 
junior-center back Shannon Bullock in 
place of Balcer. “[Bullock] has been 
training [as a defender] for a year and 


doing a great job, so we’re confident in 
her.” 

Bullock, who is the sister of former 
LBSU star midfielder Lindsay Bullock, 
has played in two of the ‘Niners’ four 
games this season and is expected to 
make an impact after beginning her ca- 
reer with the team as a forward. 

Sophomore midfielder. Kassidy 
Hause is also expected to make her 
return to field against the Tigers after 
being sidelined since the start of the 
season with a hip flexor injury. 

“[Hause] trained at full strength to- 
day, so we’ll see,” Ingrassia said assur- 
edly. “I think in terms of possession, 
she can make a nice difference for us 
in getting the whole field involved, but 
we got to measure where she is in terms 
of fitness.” 

Princeton (0-0-0), which began its 
fall camp on Aug. 19, will be playing its 
season opener when it faces The Beach 
on Friday. The Tigers finished the 2010 
season with a 9-6-1 overall record and 
advanced to the Ivy League champion- 
ship game. 

Princeton will also be returning 
its top two point scorers Jen Hoy (six 
goals, seven assists) and Caitlin Blosser 
(seven goals), along with goalkeeper 
Kristin Watson, who compiled 62 saves 
and a 1.09 goals against average. 

“We should have an edge [against 
Princeton],” Ingrassia said. “But this 
is soccer, and anything can happen. 
... | mean, I know we are a much bet- 
ter team than we were four games ago, 
that’s for sure, but they do have an ex- 
perienced group coming back.” : 

LBSU, which fell out of Soccer 


America’s Top 25 rankings poll ‘after 
falling to No. 20 Milwaukee and No. 
12 Marquette last week, will also be 
hosting Hawaii on Sunday. Kickoff is 
scheduled for | p.m. 

“We need to come out and apply 
what we learned last weekend,” Ingras- 
sia said. “We really improved, and did 
a lot of good things that didn’t show 
up on the scoreboard. ... We just got to 
close things out.” 

Hawaii (0-3-0), which is still search- 
ing for its first win of the season, will 
face UC Irvine on the road Friday be- 
fore making its way to Long Beach. 

Last weekend, the Rainbow Wahine 
fell to North Dakota State, 3-2, and 
California, 3-0, at the OHANA Hotels 
and Resorts No Ka Oi tournament. 

Brittani Lum is tops on the squad in 
goals (2), points (4) and shot attempts 
(5), while Rachel Domingo has assisted 
on two of Hawaii’s three goals. Kanani 
Taaca has started every game in be- 
tween the posts, registering 10 saves. 

“They’re going to have a lot of ener- 
gy,” Ingrassia said. “It’s their first road 
trip and the coach is doing some good 
things with.the program, so we expect a 
tough match, obviously because they’re 
going to be in our league next year and 
I’m sure they’re looking to make a 
statement against two Big West teams 
this weekend.” 

Hawaii, which is leaving the West- 
ern Athletic Conference in the 2012-13 
season, was approved to join the Big 
West by the board of directors in Dec. 
2010 in addition to accepting a football- 
only membership from the Mountain 
West Conference.
